THE “DOLE” AT WASHINGTON 


The Senate at Washington is consider- 
g appropriations for direct relief for un- 
ployed, and the estimate is made that 
from $600,000,000 to $700,000,000 would 
be required for that purpose during the 
coming year, to meet the situation ade- 

uately. This in direct opposition to Presi- 
dent Hoover's policy of keeping clear of 
the “dole” and extending relief indirectly 
by stimu ¢ the recovery of business. 

With an election in sight, it is quite 
probable that the political motive has 
something to do with the senatorial chal- 
lenge to the administration policy, Assum- 
ing so, the rebellious senators would not 
take the course unless they thought it 
likely to be popular; and it could not be 
popular unless there was a nation-wide re- 
cognition that unemployment has reached 
vast proportions and is not tending to de- 
crease. To cutsiders the development thus 
carries confirmation that conditions in the 
republic have been worse, rather thr bet- 
ter, than available information has sug- 
ested th to be. 

Canadians may find in the circum- 
stance a reassurance that the Dominion 
has not been facing a measure of unem- 
ployment out of proportion to its popu- 
lation and wealth. When, as supplement- 
ary to the national voluntary relief effort 
that has been made and made successfully, 
it is claimed so much money is needed for 
direct relief effort in the neighboring re- 
public, the inference is that Canada is ex- 
periencing far less difficulty in dealing 
with the probiem.
